REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the specification to make reference to a priority claim 
to U.S. Application No. 08/811,583 to obtain benefit of an earlier filing date. 35 U.S.C. § 120 
and 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a). Applicants have also amended the specification to improve its form 
by adding section headings. 

Applicants have amended the "General Information" portion of the Sequence 
Listing to improve its form. Specifically, applicants have corrected the "Applicant," "Title of 
Invention" and "Number of Sequences" subsections, renumbered the "Computer Readable 
Form" subsection, and added subsections regarding "Correspondence Address," "Current 
Application Data," "Attorney/ Agent Information" and "Telecommunication Information." 
None of these amendments adds new matter. 

As required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.821, applicants have also amended the Sequence 
Listing to add information regarding SEQ ID NOS:3-13. The specification provides support 
for these amendments at, for example, page 35, lines 20-23; page 36, lines 26-32; page 37, 
lines 1-2; page 38, lines 11-21; page 42, lines 26-30; page 43, lines 1-2. None of these 
amendments adds new matter. Applicants request entry of all of the amendments to the 
Sequence Listing. 

Applicants have amended the Sequence Listing, claims and abstract to effect 
the necessary changes in pagination.
